It grew quiet aguin, ko I 
turned back to bed and slept 
well until the next morning. 
While shaving, 1 looked out 
of the bathroom window.

I 
dressed und went out of the 
school gates and there 
arrived a stretcher party of 
the Communist Army. They 
were the finst troops I saw

of that famed People's 
Liberation Army. 


The dead soldiers had been 
caught in « burst of auto- 
matic arms fires, Their 
faces bore an expression of 
indignant surprise, while 
the pattern of their wounds 
showed they had been 
caught -by a. skilful marks- 
man. The fact that they 
had been caught together 
gave me the impression that 
they had wanted to surren- 
der hut -had left it too late, 
a tragic thing to do in night 
fighting when a patrol is 
tuking no. chances, We 
were quite free to roam the 
streets, so the resident 


school. staff decided to form - 


a purty, and go out to see 
what had happened. 


The shops were also closed 
and shuttered, ‘but there 
was no damuge -anywhere. 
All along the streets were 
Communist soldfers station- 
ed every few yards, They 


were fine men, of excellent 
discipline who fully under- 
stood what was required of 
them. They interfered with 
no ome, they were there to 
keep order if necessary, but. 
apart from that ome was 
free to wander at will. 


IT stared curlously at 
their impassive faces. So 
must the soldiers of Crom- 
well’s Army have appeared. 
to the English so long ago. 
Anew kind of soldier, a 
soldier who not only fought 
courageously and well, but 
a soldier with a sense of a 
mission. For unless you 
understand this’, you will 
never be capable of appre- 
ciating the quality of 
China’s new armies. Every 
man is not only a well train- 
ed soldier, he is also a 
warrior with an almost 
mystical devotion for his 
cause. He firmly believes 
in what he fights for, und 
his astonishing success is 
further proof that his cause 
ia, the right cause. Tt will 
go ill for any nation that 
should fail to appreciate this,

We did not wander far, 
for soon we heard that there 
was. fighting down town 
somewhere near the British 
Consulate.
